Withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §101 is respectftilly requested. 

Claims 1-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) as purportedly anticipated by JP 1 1 - 

239238 (Ozelci). 

Applicmit has carefully considered the Examiner^s comments and the cited art. and 
respectfully submits thai independent claims I-IO are patentable over the cited art. for at least the 
following reasons.

teki. as understood by Applicant, proposes an approach for handling (»k1 security) of 
confldentia, document receive! by ftcsimlle equipment whereto when a confidential document 
addressed to a particular user is received by .be thcsimile «,uipment. the confidemial document 
is s».ed in«. a personal BOX reserved for sroring confidendal documents directed to the user, 
and the u,« can access the confidential document via a browser through the web by entering an 
ID and a password. 

Contrary tt the contention in the OfBce Action. O^ki does not teach or suggest that non- 
confldendal data is s.o«d in both a firs, memory that Is inaccessible trough the local area 
network a,«l a second memory thi« is accessible though the local area network. 

Oaeki, 10027] through [0036], discusses the method shown in Drawing 2 of Ozeki, and i. 
is Clear tUere&om tlm received data is su„ed in only on. of eidrer the individual BOX 121 
(accessible Uuough d« web by e„»y of ID «d password) or the shared BOX 122 (accessible 
du^ugh .he web by any user). Drawtog 2 of Ozeki clearly shows tot for each received

Oz.« fails to teach or sngges. storing .eceived document da« Wo a flrst memory 
inaccessible through the local area network, as provided by each of independent claims I th^u^ 

10 or the present application. 

Ozeki also fails to teavch or suggest refusing a data transmission request from the web 
bowser through the loeal area ^twork when the received docun,ent data is co,^.demial. as 
provided by independent claims 2. 3, 5. 6 and 8-10 of the present application. 

Accordingly, tor at least the above-smted reasons. Applicant respectfttlly submits that
